5 \" NU J HERE May I worship? This is the un- 
\/ / ceasing cry of the human heart. 
yO Man must worship somewhere. 


Man must worship something. If he does not 
worship a Prince of Peace he may embrace a god 
of war. If he loses sight of the God of life he 
may manufacture a god of death. If he forgets 
that his God is good, and good only, he may fabri- 
cate a god who wills sickness and lack. And he 
worships. 

Man’s worship takes place at an altar. This 
altar is the place where a man meets his god. 
This may be an outer place, a work of wood or 
metal or stone. But more important is the altar 
every man has in his own heart. Real or false, lov- 
ing or vengeful, every man’s Lord meets him 
there. Every meeting has significance. Every move- 
ment has meaning. Each sharing of Spirit should 
be weighed in the balance of what is the good, 
the true, the lasting. 

We may ask ourselves: “Is the Lord I place in 
charge of my being the One who is loving, wise, 
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and sustaining?” Or we may ask: “Have I let my 
heart’s altar be raised to a lord of my own manu- 
facturing, with sickness his scepter, discord his 
throne, and anxious thoughts his angels?” 

If this is what I have done, I willingly change! 
I now dedicate my altar—the place in my con- 
sciousness where I meet with the Lord of my be- 
ing—to the one true God. 

Many persons are inspired by the beauty of the 
high altar in a great cathedral. One such altar, 
which comes to my mind, is in New York City. 
This high altar, at the eastern end of the cathedral, 
was made in Italy of purest marble inlaid with 
alabaster. The altar screen is of carved Poiters 
stone and came from France. Man has expressed 
love and beauty in this altar and in many other 
altars he has constructed. Man must express love 
and beauty in the altar of his heart. 





In the traditional sense an altar is a base or 
pedestal used for sacrifice or prayer to a deity. 
Made by man, it has its beginning in the mind of 
man. That beginning, that place which the altar 
represents, is the point in man’s consciousness 
where he meets his Lord face to face. The place 
is fixed, definite, and real, and becomes a holy 
place as we give it recognition. The altar within us 
is created of the substance of our thought. The 
altar within us takes form and grows in value ac- 
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cording to the importance with which we regard 
it. Simple, plain, or complex, as we wish to make 
it, is the altar within us. This altar is the definite 
center in our consciousness where we say: ‘Lord, 
here am I.” 


Just as our concept of God changes, so does 
man’s concept of altars change. Recent excava- 
tions have shown that the earliest altars, really sac- 
rificial hearths, of Palestine were circular spaces 
marked out by small stones set on end. Later the 
primitive Semites seemed to feel that the presence 
of divinity was indicated by springs, shade trees, 
remarkable rocks, and other landmarks. Then 
artificial heaps of stones or upright pillars were 
erected and libations poured over them. Finally 
there was added a table for the sacrifice. 

Primitive Hebrew altars were simple, probably 
in keeping with the regulation preserved in 
Exodus, that in every place where Yahweh records 
his name an altar of earth or unhewn stone with- 
out steps or ornamentation shall be erected. Later, 
the Hebrews raised two altars, one for burnt of- 
ferings placed in the center of the court of the 
tabernacle, on which a fire continually burned. 
The other was an altar of incense located in the 
holy place of the tabernacle, upon which an of- 
fering of incense was made twice a day. Today 
we are thankful for the simple assurance of the 
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altar within us, where we meet our Lord in love, 
and in quiet say: “Father, here am I.” 

There is a spirit within us that recognizes all 
men as brothers. Unless influenced by unworthy 
beliefs and opinions, we respect the right of an- 
other to worship at the altar of his choice. We 
recognize the altar as a symbol of the place where 
each man meets the Lord of his being, the Father 
of us all. 

Man must worship somewhere. Man must wor- 
ship something. 

So let us survey the altar of our heart, the 
point at which we meet our Lord, and see that 
it is constructed of positive, pure, worthy sub- 
stance, unadulterated by beliefs in sickness, lack, 
or evil. Let us be certain that the offerings we 
bring to this altar represent all that we know to 
be true and good. 

“Father, Love Thou art, and loving I would 
have Thee at my altar. Life Thou art, and living 
1 would worship Thee. Faith Thou art, and in 
faith I see Thee, listen for Thy guidance, recog- 
nize Thee in my world. 

“Father, Thou whom I have seen in Christ 
Jesus, take the thoughts with which I come to 
Thee. Accept them. Raise them. Renew them. 
True them to Thine own pure estate. At the altar 
of my heart, Lord, be ruler.”

It takes an 
understanding of God as the source of wisdom, J 5 
it takes zeal, courage, faith, and a willing spirit to § it 
grow. It takes the ability to center one’s attention § a 
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on the things to be done, and it takes application 
to the work at hand. 

If we want to learn, to comprehend, and to ex- 
plore the new, we need an open mind. We need 
to be eager and ready to accept the inspiration and 
illumination that come to us from God. He is the 
source of all light and understanding, and when 
we look to Him, we find that there are no limits, 
no restrictions on our powers of comprehension. 
As we find there are no limits on our powers of 
comprehension, we find there are no limits on our 
ability to learn—we become teachable. 

Many persons fail to accomplish the good 
things they desire to accomplish because they al- 
low the idea of age to limit them. They say of 
themselves: ‘‘I am too old to learn. New methods 
are too much for me, new practices are beyond 
my comprehension. New avenues of endeavors are 
closed to people my age.” 

Science has exploded these notions. And, Unity 
teaches the falseness of such ideas. The best time 
to learn anything that we want to learn is right 
now. And, just where we are at this moment is 
the place to begin learning. 

There is no doubt that a good time to learn 
something new is just before we anticipate using 
it. But, if we have learned something in the past 
and have not used this knowledge recently, we 











can refresh our mind. Just as we are teachable 
through knowing our oneness with the source of 
light and understanding, our memory is quickened 
and the storehouse of our mind is opened as we 
let God inspire us. 

To learn anything new—which may mean un- 
learning something familiar—or to go on to fur- 
ther learning, we need both zeal and courage. 

Charles Fillmore has said: ‘““To be without zeal 
is to be without the zest of living. Zeal and en- 
thusiasm incite to glorious achievement every aim 
and ideal that the mind conceives. Zeal is the 
impulse to go forward, the urge behind all things. 
. .. The man without zeal is like an engine with- 
out steam or an electric motor without current.” 
And, of course, our zeal is tempered with good 
judgment, because we first look to God as the 
source of our light and understanding. 

Then we must have a willing spirit to support 
our zeal and courage. We must be willing to let 
God inspire and direct us. We must be willing to 
maintain the faith that with God all things are 
possible. We must be willing to accept the idea 
that age, training, environment are not barriers to 
our learning new things. We must be willing to 
apply ourselves and our energies. We must be 
willing to work with God. 

As we work with God we can affirm and reaf- 
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firm our faith in our ability to learn. We can de- 
clare: “I am one with God, the source of all wis- 
dom. I am filled with zeal and courage. I am will- 
ing and teachable.” 


We will find that the best time to learn is right 


now—whether we are nine or ninety.
